There is no evidence that 
this ship is armed or can be armed 
without extensive structural changes 
I reaffirm my statement of Monday 
that tills ship is a merchant vessel.

the greater city. Deaths since the out­ 
break of the scourge number 270. 
Communities immediately surround­ 
ing New York city show increasing 
fear that they will be infected by 
children fleeing from the city. A num ­ 
ber of cities and towns in New Jeisev 
and New York have established quar­ 
antines and some are turning back 
all children from New York city. Fat- 
t'son, N. J., which bas had one death 
fro niLhe disease, has excluded all 
children no matter whence they come. 
It was announced there that 600 chil­ 
dren from New York already have 
been deported. 
The state health department at Al­ 
bany baa called the attention of the 
New York authorities to complaints 
from u p sta te communities that chil­ 
dren believed to be from infected dis­ 
tricts are being sent to other parts 
of the state.
